Sir: 

I have to acknowledge receipt of 
yours of the 12th inst. and also the 
plans of your school building... I have 
gone very carefully into the proposal 
for adapting the third floor of your 
building (now occupied as assembly 
hall) for the purpose of providing two 
additicnal class rooms, and I beg to 
advise you in connection with this 
matter as follows: 

The only feasible way to divide the 
assembly hall into two rooms would 
be by building a partition north and 
south. It is’ possible by this means ito 
provide two rooms approximately 25 
feet by 32 feet, allowing for space re- 
quired for cloak rooms, but there 
are a number of quite serious diffi- 
culties to overcome to make _ these 
rooms suitable for class room purpos- 
es. . 
The points of most particular im- 
portance are: 

1. Lighting: The generally accept- 
ed practice in school design is to pro- 
vide in class-rooms a glass area of 
one-fifth of the floor area, and this 
glass area should be to the left of the 
pupils, and should moreover be even 
ly distributed along the length of the 
class room. To obtain this! in your 
case would require the entire recon- 
struction of the dormer windows. As 
to the room on the east side some-

ditional glass surface would require 
approximately 225 square feet of radi- 
ation, allowing for two class rooms 
and cloak rooms. The total radiation 
including the two rooms and cloak 
rooms required is) approximately 500 
square feet. This

Some changes will also be required 
in your ventilation system. 

Considering tthe whole matter very 
carefully, I believe that your Board 
would be well advised to abandon the 
thought of providing class room ac- 
commodation on the third floor. In 
addition to the main structural objec- 
tions referred to above ithere are sev- 
eral other objections as follows: 

1. A school providing the accommo 
dation which your present school 
does should most certainly have an 
assembly hall. 

2. It is not in my opinion good prac- 
tice to have class rooms on the third 
floor in a non-fireproof building.

TWELFTH GROP REPORT 


Issued by_ Depantment of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton. 


Hprvesitng operations are practi- 
cally completed throughout the prov: 
ince, with the exception of a few 
isolated districts. Threshing will be 
generat by the coming week, these op- 
erations having been delayed by rains 
and unfavorable weather conditions of 
the past week. Cutting of oats is 
stilt proceeding, and there is also con: 
siderable greenfeed still to be cut. 

Threshing returns-have not yet be- 
gun to arrive at the Department of 
Agriculture in sufficient numbers to 
make possible a further estimate of 
yields of the various grains. Heavy 
frosts occurred in many districts of 
tthe province between the 19th and the 
26th inst. as a result of which the 
grade of grain still uncut was lower- 
ed. In the southern districts 
threshing operations were fairly well 
advanced when the rains of the past 


week held up operations. In the cen- | 


tral districts there are still a few 
scattered fields to cut. Im the Grande 
Prairie and Peace River distri ts, 
harvesting was practically compleied 
last week, but threshing has also 
been delayed thero. 

The advantages of irrigation have 
been emphasized in the southern irri- 
gation districts this season, in the 
comparison that is made between the 
yields obtained where irrigation was 
carried on, and those obtained on 
lands where irrigation was neglected, 
the latter yielding scarcely more than 
five or six bushels to the acre in 
many localities, while crops onthe 
irrigated lands have produced well. 
Where fall irrigation was practised, 
the benefits were particularly apfar-

GREENLAND WAS ONCE 
FLOURISHING COLONY 


Cattle Throve On Its Pastures Thous- 
and Years Ago 


Greenland has come into the public 
eye and the newspaper headlines lately 
through the exploits of the United 
States aviators, who made it a stage 
on their round-the-world journey. They 
and 
none in which a mishap would have 
exposed them to greater hardships 
and perils. 
is a synonym for barren desolation, 
its principal products being glaciers 
and its main exports being icebergs, 
it was the seat of a flourishing settle- 
ment long before Columbus’ voyage of 
discovery.

INO. A. CARSWELL, 
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GREAT BRITAIN, EGYPT 
AND THE SUDAN 


Ever since the war ended the ques- 
tion of Hgypt has been a disturbing 
one for Great Britain. The difficulty 
has now extended to the Sudan also 


and the disturbances and bloodshed 
recently reported from that region 
show that the trouble is becoming 
serious. It may be useful, therefore, 
to give a short review of the events 
which have taken place in Egypt and 
the Sudan since Great Britain assum- 
ed her predominant position ‘there. 
Prior to the Great.War Egypt was 
nominally a dependency of Turkey 
and paid an annual cash tribute, but 
in reality for about a century she had 
beem independent of Turkey. Till 
1882 Egypt was under the absolute 
rule of her Khedive, and that rule 
was a thoroughly bad one. Tyranny, 
injustice, extravagance and corruption 
were the hall marks of the govern- 
ment, and the lot off the average 


Egyptian peasant was miserable in 


the extreme. The country was bank- 
rupt, and ithe European bondholders 
who had lent money to the govern- 
ment were pressing their claims ur 
gently. The Sudan was subject to 
Egypt and there too misgovernment 
and oppression had reached such a 
pitch that the Sudanese were driven 
into. revolt by sheer misery. 

In 1882, France and Great Britain 
on behalf of the foreign bondholders 
were pressing for reforms in the finan- 
cial administration of the country. 
Their demands were resented by ‘the 
Khedive and the corrupt ruling clique 
in Egypt, and an ambitious officer of 
the Egyptian army, Arabi Pasha, 
began a military rising or revolt direc- 
ted against all foreigners. The rising 
led to the bombardment of Alexandria 
by the British fleet and the subsequent 
short campaign under Lord Woiesley, 
which ended in the complete defeat 
of Arabi Pasha and the Egyptian 
army at Tel-el-Kebir. From that date 
onwards a British garrison has re- 
mained in Egypt, and British civil ad- 
visers have until quite recently con- 
trolled the administration of the 
country. 

In the meantime the Sudan had 
risen in revolt against the Egyptians. 
The Mahdi and his Dervishes had in- 
vaded the country from the south, 
and in spite of the horrtble barbarity 
of his rule the Sudanese supported 
him rather than the Egyptians. The 
feeble and bankrupt Egyptian govern- 
ment made some efforts to stem the 
tide of invasion. They employed 
some British officers ito lead their 
armies, but these armies were [IIl- 
equipped, ill disciplined and wholly 
lacking in either courage or enthusi- 
asm for the cause of Egypt. Disaster 
after disaster followed. In 1885, the 
famous General Gordon, sent into the 
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Sudan at the instance of the British 
Government to conduct the evacuation 
of the country by the Bgyptian gar 
risons, was besieged in Khartoum 
and, as is well known, was killed 
there when the Dervishes took the 
town only a few days before the Brit- 
ish relieving column arrived. The 
circumstances under which Gordon 
was exposed to death must a'ways 
remain an ineffaceable stain on the 
memory of Mr. Gladstone, then Prime 
Minister of Great Britain. 

By the time of Gordon's death Lord 
Cromer had established an increasing 
ly firm control over the Egyptian gov- 
ernment, had forced the Khedive 
Ismail to abdicate, and replaced him 
by his son. This had been done in 
face of the constant opposition offer 
ed by other European powers, chiefly 
France, with whom Great Britain was 
,then on ‘the worst of terms, and also 
in spite of the miserably weak and 
vacillating policy of the British Gov- 
ernment under Mr. Gladstone. Only 
Lord Cromer’s forceful genius could 
hhave done what he did in face of such 
obstacles. 

Upon the death of Gordon, Lord 
Cromer insisted on the complete 
evacuation of the Sudan until such 
time as the finances of Egypt had 
been reformed, and the country 
brought under decent government. 
This reform was gradually effected. 
Strict economy, honest administra- 
tion, wise and far-seeing schemes of 
development, based almost wholly on 
wa.er conservation on ‘the River 
Nile, gradually produced results. Bank- 
ruptcy, corruption, tyranny gave 
place to something like prosperity, 
order and justice. The Egyptian 
peasantry discovered that British 
rule meant for them water for their 
crops, reduced taxation, and freedom 
from arbitrary cruelty and oppression. 

Meanwhile British officers were 
working hard to reform and train the 
Egyptian army. In former days that 
army way reccuited by the most cruel 
forms of compulsion; the soldiers 
were miserably fed and equipped,brut- 
ally ill-treated and hardly ever paid 
anything. If they ever did return to 
their homes, they usually did so brok- 
en in health and spirit, mere wrecks 
of men, filled with bitter hatred of the 
army of which they had been mem- 
bers, and the government that had 
forced them into it. Under British 
rule all that was changed. The men 
were properly looked after, got their 
food and pay promptly, and were giv- 
en regular leave to visit their homes, 
where their immensely improved ap- 
pearance was' a source of complete 
surprise to their families and ac- 
quaintances. ‘Naturally the fighting 
value of these men improved immeas- 
urably under such treatment. They 
trusted and respected their leaders 
when these were British officers in- 
stead of hating and despising them ag 


they had done when they were 
Egyptians. 
In the Sudan a terrible state of 


things existed. Under the barbarous 
rule of the Mahdi and. his successor 
the Khalifa the population fell in 
numbers from six to two millfons in 
little more than 12 years. Massacre, 
starvation, and slavery accounted for 
the fall. At Dength in 1898 a mixed 
army of British, Egyptian and Sudan- 
ese troops under Lord Kitchener ad- 
vanced into the Sudan. At Atbara 
the Dervish army was beaten and the 
Emir Mahmud, its leader,’ was cap- 
tured. Another year of careful 
preparation followed, and then came 
a further advance, this time on 
Khartoum itself, outside of which was 
fought the decisive battle of Omdur- 


taken. In the following year in yet 
another lesser battle the Khalifa was 


killed and the remnants of the Der- 
vish power finally broken by Sir 
Reginald Wingate and his army. 

The Sudan having been thus Tecon- 
quered, a period of reorganisation fol- 
lowed. Order was introduced in the 
Sudan just as it had been in Egypt. 
Great barrage schemes were: carried 
out on the Nile. The Sudan as well 
as Egypt entered on a period of such 
peace and prosperity as they had 
never known before. The best evi- 
dence of this and the finest testimony 
to British rule is found in the tact 
in twenty years after the- reconquest 
of the Sudgn by Great Britain its 
population trebled in number. 

In 1904 the Franco-British entente 
ccordiale resulted jn an agreement 
which put an end to French rivalry 
and opposition in Egypt, and helped 
greatly to give Lord Cromer and his 
subordinates a freer hand in their pol- 
icy of reform, a policy by the way 
which was anything but liked by the 
Khedive Abbas Hilmi, who would much 
have preferred to be allowed to ‘fol- 
low in the steps of his predecessors 
before British control came in. When 
the Great War broke out, he was on 
a visit to Turkey. He openly de 
clared in favor of Germany and was 
promptly deposed. 

Gratitude is not a strong character- 
istic of human nature, and the grati- 
tude of nations is even rarer than 
that of individuals. The Egyptians 
had no sooner attained to a measure 
of prosperity and freedom than they 
began to agitate and intrigue to get 
rid of the British. The former ruling 
class of half-Turkish Egyptians hated 
the justice and honesty enforced by 
the British and they had the secret 
encouragement of the Khedive. As 
long as Lord Cromer’s strong hand 
was on the helm opposition was 
kept well in ‘hand, but when increas- 
ing age compelled him to retire and 
return home, the opposition to his 
successor, Sir Eldon Gorst, increased 
rapidly. As will be remembered, Lord 
Kitchener himself was appointed as 
British agent-general in Egypt, and 
naturally his forceful character and 
great prestige in the country again 
quieted the agitators, but with the 
Great War came great difficulties. 

Undoubtedly mistakes were made 
by Great Britain with respect to Egypt 
in the war. It was at first announced 
that Egypt should be kept wholly 
neutra! in the war, but it was found 
impossible to keep to this policy. The 
Turkish attack on Egypt and _ the 
Suez Canal, the urgent need of camels 
and all sorts of raw materials for 
war purposes, finally the necessity 
for getting men for the labour bat- 
talions of the army—all these things 

made it impossible to maintain the 
neutrality of Egypt. It was entirely 
right that Bgypt should take her 
share in the burdens of the war, since 
it was only by British aid that she 
was saved from the horrors of invas- 
ion by Turks from the East and Sen- 
ussi Arabs from the West, but the 
inevitable hardships of the war none 
the less aroused acute discontent in 
Egypt, where their necessity was not 
understood. The disaffected Egyptian 
leaders naturally ascribed all the 
troubles to the British, and were care- 
ful to spread this idea among the 
ignorant classes. ’ 

At the end of the war President 
‘Wilson’s utterly foolish declaration as 
to self-determination for all nations, 
and the independence won from the 
Turks by the very backward Arab 
races, supplied the last ifinal sparks 
that fired the train of Egyptian discon! 
tent. Through her native leaders she 
demanded immediate and complete 
independence, and when it was refus- 
ed, a revolt broke out which had to 
be suppressed by force with some loss 
of ‘life. Agitation and negotiations 
have followed. Saad Zaghlul. Pasha, 
the leader of the Anti-British move- 
ment, became a national hero as the 
result of his deportation and impris- 
onment by the British authorities. 
When at length the British Govern- 
ment decided to take the Egyptians at 
their own word and give them prac- 
tical independence, Zaghlul Pasha be- 
camg Prime Minister at the head of 
an almost unanimous Parliament. 

Two problems have been left un- 
settled. Ong is that of the Suez Canal 
and the British garrison in Egypt. 
The other is that of the Sudan. The 
Suez Canal was not built by Egypt 
and does not belong to Egypt. It be- 
longs to an international company in 
-which the British Governmen: hold a 
large number of shares. Moreover, 
the Canal is so important for British 
communications to India and the East 
that it is absolutely mecessary for 
Britain to see that the neutrality of 
the Canal as established by inter- 
national treaty is maintained. The 
Panama Canal was deemed of such 
importance by the United States that 
she unofficially stirred up a revolu- 
tion in what was the independen: 
country of Colombia in order to get 
control of the zone needed for build- 
ing the Canal, and the Suez Canal is 
of no less importance for Britain. 
To protect the Canal there must be a 
British garrison in Egypt and the 
Egyptians resent that fact. 

Further, Egypt claims the Sudan as 
her own territory. She utterly failed 
to hold it formerly. She could no$ 
hold it now. She misgoverned it be- 
fore. Ske would misgovern it again 
until she was driven out of it by 
force, as! she most centainly would be 
by the Sudanese. The Sudanese hate 
and despise the Egyptians and have 
no wish to see them back as rulers of 
the Sudan. Yet Egypt claims the 
Sudan, and it is Egyptian agitators 
who have been causing ttrouble in the 
Sudan recently. So far there seems!

mand. It has. been definitely and 
clearly announced in. Parliament. ‘by 
the Labour Government tthat Britain 
will not abandon the Sudan to Egypt, 
and it has been further pointed out 
that already in the brief time during 
which she has enjoyed her independ’ 
ence Egypt has gono far to destroying 
the orderly and efficient system of 
government built up by Lond Cromer 
and his successors. Egypt is slipping 
fast back to the bad old condition of 
things, and her peasantry will speed- 
ily realize what they lost when they 
backed their leaders in the foolish 
demand for British evacuation. 

What settlement, if any, will be 
made cannot be foreseen, but it is to 
be hoped that the British Government 
will stand firmly by its decision to 
hold the Sudan and the Suez Canal, 
while leaving Egypt and, her crew of 
ungrateful, corrupt incompetents to 
stew in their own juice.

THE IRISH CRISIS 


The reports that are being received 
from Ireland at present are not of a 
reassuring character. It is clear 
that the Free State or Southern Irish 
Government had only a narrow mar- 
gin of safety against its Republican 
opponents, who are apparently quite 
prepared to denounce the Treaty of 
peace made in 1921 with Great Britain, 
proclaim a republic and face the con- 
sequences of war as a result, since 
the Labour Government of Great Brit- 
ain has definitely announced through 
Mr. Thomas, the Colonial Secretary, 
that it will not allow the establish- 
ment of a republic. 

The question of the boundary be- 
tween Northern and Southern Ireland 
is the main cause, at least on the 
surface, of the crisis. It will be re- 
membered that the Treaty between 
‘Great Britain and Sinn Fein Ireland 
of 192 provided that ithe boundary 
between Northern and Southern Ire- 
land should, failing agreement  be- 
tween the two Trish governments, be 
settled by a commission to consist of 
one arbitrator from each government 
with a third from Great Britain. It 
has been found quite impossible to 
settle the boundary by agreement. 
Southern Ireland claims almost if not 
quite all the counties of Tyrone and 
Fermanagh in Northern Ireland, while 
Northern Ireland will not hear of any- 
thing but very slight modifications 
of the frontier in either direction 
As to the boundary commission, Nor- 
thern Ireland refused to have any 
thing to do with it on the ground that 
its representatives were not consult 
ed when the agreement between Brit 
ain and Sinn Fein Ireland was made. 
Southern Ireland has more or less for- 
mally intimated that unless the ‘boun- 
dary commission agreement is car: 
ried out, it will hold that the Treaty 
with Great Britain has been broken 
and will take matters into its own 
hands. In this course the Southern 
Irish Government has had its hands 
forced by the fact that if it shows 
any sign of weakness, its Republican 
enemies will denounce it as the agent 
of Bngland and a traitor to Ireland, 
and by means of that cry will almost 
certainly overthrow it. 

The British Government has ‘had to 
face a most difficult situation. It did 
its best by referring to the Judicia) 
Committee of the Privy Council, spec 
ially strengthened for the occasion by 
judges from South Africa, Australia 
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mittee advised the Government that 
it could ‘not be.so set up, and there- 
fore further (legislation is necessary; 


by the British Parliament to get rid the 


of the difficulty. Such legislation {fs 
now before that Parliament,, but it is 
entirely uncertain ‘that it wil! be pass. 
ed, and even if itis so passed, it is 
quite possible that one or other of the 
Irish governments will refuse to ac:

Agriculture is 
the main, almost the.sole industry of 
Southern Ireland, and agriculture 
there as elsewhere is having an eX- 
ceedingly bad time. The ingrained 
habit of blaming the Government for 
any and every trouble that afflicts 
them is leading the people of the 
Free State ito abuse their Govern. 
ment right and left, even though it is 
now one of their own race. The Re- 
publican elements have spread ‘broz4- 
cast tales of terrible cruelties infli- :- 
e@ by the Free State authorities c2 
Republican prisoners. They are 
probably grossly untrue for the most 
part, but they indicate the bitterness 
of the dissensions existing im the 
country. 

Funther, the Republican parfy are 
keeping up a constant agitation 
against the Treaty with Great Britain 
on the grounds that it has not given 
freedom to Ireland at all. When they 
are asked for details of this charge, 
they reply that the King still has a 
veto on all Irish legislation. That is 
true, just as he has a veto on all 
Canadian, Australian and other Dom 
inion legislation, and even has to con 
sent to all British legislation. He 
has, of course, never used it and is 
not in the teast likely to do so. Next, 
they say that there are still British 
garrisons in Ireland. There are. Ip 
accordance withthe Treaty two oT 
three smal} maintenance parties were 
left in occupation of some of the 
naval stations on the coast ito keep 
them in order. They are on excellent 
terms with the people and have noth- 
ing whatever to do with the govern- 
ment of the country. Finally, it is 
said that Ireland still has to pay part 
of the expenses of imperial defence. 
It is difficult to see why she should 
not do so, and in any case she has not 
done so, having broken the Treaty in 
this respect. The Republican charges 
are therefore trivial and baseless, and 
the fact that they are made by edu- 
cated men of a certain class gives the 
real clue to the trouble in Ireland. 

That trouble is inspired mainly by 
the political policy of the Roman 
Catholic Church. As long as Britain 
governed Ireland, or as long as the

not at fault, there have been quite a 
number of blow-ups of the earth in 
the past, each of them perhaps des- 
troying civilizations as advanced 
‘and variegated as our own.—Omaha

English had grown as a language in 
world use. It is now ranked equal 
with French in international diplo- 
matic use, but in view of the great 
bodies speaking German, Spanish, 
Russian and Chinese, English had a 
long way, te go before becoming a 
world language. The one language 
in United States was its chief 
strength. 

Mr. Galbraith had met several of 
the Labor members at Westminster, 
London. Mr. Haycock, one of the 
members for Manchester, was a son 
of ‘Mr. J. L. Haycock, formerly one of 
the Ontario Patron Members. He 
was the president of the Independent 
Labor party in that city. There had 
certainly been a very marked increase 
in the number of people attending the 
Houses of Parliament this summer, 
and the Labor members had to do 
a lot of entertaining. He had found 
the opinion of “The Man on _ the 
Street” to be that this Government 
had some of the strongest ministers 
that Britain had had of late years. 
These men came, as a rule, from what 
is known as the Intellectual wing. The 
Labor party was composed of the 
Trade Unions, who were the main 
body; the Independent Labor Party; 
the Socialists and the Communists 
The Trade Unionists had their own 
trouble with the conflicts between the 
various unions affiliated. In the cut- 
lery trade, for instance, there were 
unions of knife grinders, of knife 
and fork grinders, of fork makers, of 
table-knife makers, of pocket#knéfe 
workers, and of scissors’ grinders. 
Engineers were not getting half the 
wages of dust men. Men who grew 
vegetables got 1 pound 5 shillings a 
week, and the porters at Covent 
Garden who handled the vegetables 
got nearly 5 pounds a week. Wages 
were not paid on merit, but the 
scale was fixed as the result of organi- 
zation and a monopolistic position by 
favored unions. °

The matron called up Mr. Stephenson, 
who went up to tthe hospital in his 
car. Meantime the matron advised 
Dr. Grant ithat the patient would be 
admitted if the Council of the Village 
of North ‘Red Deer gave an order to 
that effect. é 

We newxt called up S. Pamely, secre- 
tary of the village, who stated to us|. 
that as soon as he had ascertained 
that the patient had been a resident 
of the village for three months, he was 
willing to make the order for admis- 
sion, but that either the sick man 
himself or his doctor had meantime 
obtained an attendant and the order 
was not desired. 

‘Under the provincial laws the Hos- 
pital Board must get from the munici- 
pality an order for admission of a 
sick persion, if that person has been a 
resident for 'three months.
